Suggestions coveriug the wrapping
and wailing of Christmas and other
packages huve been made public by
the postoffice authorities, Early mail-
ing and the exercise aof particular
cars in wrirping packages are the
principal poiats stressed, The sugges-
tions ure us follows:

When to mail Christmas gifts: In
order lo prevent the usual, conges-
tion of Christmas mailings, the post-
office especially desires that parcels
be mailed In advance of the usual
(time required to reach destination.
For example, purcels for New York,
| Lwaston or Chicago should be mailed
December 20, or sooner; earlier mail-

|ings are ddsired for more distant
tlestinations.

Packing and  wrapping parcels:
Parecls shopld <be seceurely packed,

{wrapped and tied. Umbrellas, canes
and similar artieles should be fast-
ened between hoards slightly longer
and wider than the articles enclosed;
nat boxes shoull be crated in wood:
candlés in boxes of good tin or
heavy pasteboard. Sharp instruments
or articles with sharp corners or
cedges should have the points or edges
well protected, All articles that are
casily brokea should be  carefully
pached and marked conspicuously
“Fragile."

How to address parcels: The ‘name
and address ol the semder must be
placed on el pareels, preferably in
the upper lef corner, the name and
address of the addressee In the lower
right corner, State of destination
|sbould be in full—not abbreviated

Permissible additious: Do not seal
parcels nor place letters in them, as
parcels sealed are subject o first-
class rates of postage. Inscriptions
such as “Merry Christmas,” “Happy
New Year,” “Please do not open until
Clhirlstmas,” may be paced on (or in)
& parcel in such manuner as not to
interiere with the address,

Wooden boxes: Wooden Loxes may
have the tops nailed or screwed on
when the contents consist o mer-
chundise.

Limit of weight and size of parcels:
Parcels to the limit wf 50 pounds may
be sent within a radius of 150 miles
(the first and second zones) from the
office of malling. Beyond this radius
the limit s 20 pounds. The limit in
slzc is 72 inches in length and girth
combined for all distances,

Valuable parcels insured: Valuable
parcels should be insured against
toss. Indemnity $25, fee & cents; $50,
fee 10 cents. Tags can be obtained at
the mein ofiice, taken home and filled
out there; but in order to insure such
parcels, they must be presented at
the main office or, one of the branch
postoffices, ¥

Valuable letters registered: Valu-
able articles sent at first class (letter)
rates should be registered. A return
roceipt for a registered letter of In-

sured parcel will be furnished it de-
sired.
